| selves up to a high state of enthusiasm over
ping-pong can’t buy ballis enocugh to keep
the game going. Tournaments in progress
at clubs and In social circles have been se-
riously interfered with, and altogether the
ping-pong players are having troubles of
their own.

The life of a ping-pong ball under ordi-
nary circumstances is about a week, If
there happens to be a man or woman in the
game who possesses an assertive temper it
is less. This fact has something to do with
the stringency in the market. The demand
has becomes g0 great that attempts have
been made to substitute cork for celluloid,
but the experiments have not resulted sat-
jsfactorily. True lovers of ping-pong re-
belled at the mere thought.

MURDEROUS PORTO RICANS.

Il“‘lte to Be Garroted if Clemency Be

Not Extended.

SBAN JUAN, Porto Rico, Jan. 31.—The
sentencing., in the distriet of Ponce, of
five murderers to be garroted some time
next February unless the sentences be
commuted to life imprisonment, has been
sustained by the Bupreme Court of the
island. The papers in this case will reach
Governor Hunt this week, and a number of
citizens are petitioning the GoveErnors
clemency in the matter. The Bupreme
Court may recommend clemency, in which
case it probably will be granted.

The men are members of a gang, five of
whom were garroted at Ponce in 1800,
They comitted cHimes in the unsettied time
of 188 The men now under sontencs
robbed a house near Adjuants after having
maltreated, mutilated and murdered the
inmates, Those executed in 1900 committed
a similar crime near Yauco., The crimes
of this gang have been particularly atro-
clous,

There is much opposition here to the en-
forcement of the death penalty, but a bill
introduced (n the Legislature abeolishing
this penalty was laid upon the table.
